Dear Eric: 

This is my first chance to write to you, since my return from the 
Florida show, 

I am enclosing the following: 

1. Title page from "N.Y. Historical Society Quarterly,” for Jan, 1963. 
Suggest that you send them 75 ^ for a copy, as this issue contains a 
magnificent article on the U.S. Lottery, and its complicated tie-in 
with the Continental currency issues. 

2. A copy of a letter from my friend Wayne G. Slife, of Houston. This 
is self explanatory. 

3. Another self explanatory "facsimile" operation - this one conducted by 
Bob Siegel, of Coin Reproductions. While the coin enclosed with Mr. 
Siegels promotional letter is obviously in lead or a similar base metal, 
it is of good quality, and should saturate the market at a 37{^ price. 

The sample enclosed is not nearly as good as others I have seen, but what 
makes all this dangerous, is that Siegel is apparently utilizing one of 
the two processes now available, in which you can make working dies from 
actual coins. The so-called "restrike" of the CSA half dollar, as ad- 
vertised in the current issue of'^Coin World," is apparently a result of 
the same process as the Siegel garbage. When Siegel, decides to manu- 
facture in silver, the fun will really begin. You were unhappy about 
Bashlow, who only made transfer dies from genuine dies, before striking; 
at least Bashlow had the original dies.* 

As you know, I have two projects which I would like to do something 
about, in which you are connected. The first of these is the Colonial 
section of the poor ''Standard Catalogue," which you have had since last 
April. I need your help on this, as I have close to $17,000.00 in the 
operation, and must get something done eventually. If you can not work 
on it, please send the manuscript back and I will do the best I can 
alone. I feel that the only way to combat the fakers and the rascals, 
is by trying to remove the ignorance from the business, and that can 
only be done by creating popular selling books. You could make a much 
bigger contribution, in my opinion, by using your talents in a practical 

way, rather th^n riding with the "vigilantes,'* most of whom don't know

the first thing about riding a horse, much less what a posse is.‘ 

My second major problem, is the Bradbyer manuscript on the Colonial 
and Continental paper. 

I only want to use the Bradbyer manuscript as a base, so that some 
other idiots, would not buy it. run it substantially the way it is, and 
thus'^bompeting against my'^'e^asonable and accurate undertaking. I still 
woul3 like you to prepare an interim book, building up the curreB^^(^_ 
publication, and using the Bradbyer manuscript only as a rough 
Bradbyer would not be the author, but would be built-up as a pioneer 
in Colonial, etc., research. We could put his picture in the book, and 
some biographical data, but since you would use Philips, Hoober, and ^ 
others, in addition, plus your own common sense, you would be the Editor, 
and compiler. If you want to drop the TAMS nonsense, and tackle this 
job, I will work out a deal with Bradbyer and Perl (Bradbyer ^s agent), 
with your knowledge, and to your satisfaction. It would not be a rat 
race, but would be something that could be started moderately soon to 
be completed in a year and a half or so. Complete and definitive work 
would follow in five years, or whenever you get it finished. Don Taxay 
will return here in April, and I can start putting the Boyd paper in 
order, and see that it starts going to St. Louis. 

I am going to stop getting into new projects, and work on only 
the important ones, as I do not seem to be getting any place, at all. 

I hope that you understand about the Bradbyer thing, as I would 
rather let somebody else publish it the way it is, than be involved 
in any way, with what amounts to an abortion.

I amWost appreciative of your kindness in submitting the 
New Hampsnire pieces for study. Tou asked for an opinion on 
the unique piece. I am returning both herewith, along with 
pictures for your file. The cast piece is lovely and almost 
identical in characteristics and color to the piece in the 
writer's collection. Yours weighs 120i grains with specific 
gravity 8.3. Breen's calculation of the number made is not 
uite right as the legal weight was 130 grains each with 
3.85 weighing one pound or 5365 pieces authorized. They were 
not British ^'d weight as V7alter indicates. 

Now as to t^e V/.Jl. piece. I ara sorry to say our opinion 
is going to oast doubt on the piece. It weighs 73^ grains, 
specific gravity 6.9, approxiiiate diameter of a halfpence, 
struck not cast. 



1. The weight of this piece is so much below the statu- 
tory \veight it would be unacceptable for circulation 

^ as a halfpence. 

2. The workmanship is far below the engraving ability 
of VilliamMoulton , as known in silverware, etc. 

3» ^he initials W.M. are so large they would be un- 
acceptable to the New Hampshire authorities, since 
they are as large as the N.H. 

li. The drawing in the New Hampshire records does not 
have any indication of New llampshire being on the 
coin and thus limiting their use. 

^ Points 02 and /'3 are equally applicable to the other 

three unique N .R . pieces, all of which are subject to similar 
» suspicion. Moulton would’not strike one piece, engrave 
another, and cast another if he were submitting patterns. He 
had no striking equipment if the regular cast New Hampshire 
pieces wore the regular issue. No one else submitted coin 
patterns. Incidentally, the peevliar roots are a copy of the 
1652 Pine Tree style. The normal 1776 piece has no roots.
